Colorado  Beetle  Campaign. — The  Min- 
istry of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  states 
that  twenty-seven  breeding  colonies  of 
Colorado  beetles  have  been  discovered  in 
England  this  year.  All  who  grow  potatoes 
are  asked  to  help  by  examining  their  potato 
crops  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  to 
inform  the  Ministry  at  once  if  the  presence 
of  the  pest  is  suspected  or  discovered.

"liquidation  committee  "  will  be  appointed 
to  dismember  I.G.  Farben  which  controlled 
more  than  200  companies.  The  law  de- 
scribes I.G.  Farben  as  "  an  excessive  con- 
centration of  economic  power,"  and  details 
steps  to  "  extinguish  its  juristic  person- 
ality." The  combine's  assets  are  to  be 
"  dispersed  among  such  a  number  of  econ- 
omically sound  and  independent  companies 
as  will  ensure  dispersion  of  ownership  and 
control  and  promote  competition  in  the 
German  chemical  and  related  industries." 
The  Commission  has  stated  its  right  to 
transfer  assets  '  to  any  new  companies, 
direct  the  issuance  of  snares  in  recognition 
of  such  transfers,  sell  any  assets  and  re- 
scind or  modify  any  existing  contracts. 
The  law  forbids  any  dealings  in  I.G.  Far- 
ben stocks  and  shares.  Compensation  is 
to  be  made  to  shareholders.

No 
doubt  there  is  a  vast,  unfathomed  depth 
of  learning  in  the  Institute  amply  qualify- 
ing its  members  to  discourse  on  the  subjects 
specified — or  even,  conjurer-like,  to  keep 
several  of  them  spinning  at  the  same  time. 
But  are  the  members  of  the  Institute  nec- 
essarily the  people  best  qualified  to  interest 
a  popular  audience?  In  my  submission  a 
well-read  pharmacist  in  daily  contact  with 
average  men  and  women,  either  in  busi- 
ness or  in  a  hospital,  would  be  more  likely 
to  convey  chemical  information  in  terms 
"understanded  of  the  comen  sorte."  Strange 
as  it  may  appear,  such  pharmacists  exist. 
And  the  number  of  pharmacists  who  are 
members  or  associates  of  the  Institute  is 
not  negligible. 
Dreamy  Youths 

The  letter  of  ';  DJ."  headed  "  Youth  v. 
Middle-age  "  (p. 296)  will  evoke  general 
sympathy.  But  I  do  not  think  that  very 
much  should  be  read  into  this  account  of 
an  unfortunate  experience.  As  is  well 
known,  there  is  commonly  a  period  of 
dreaminess  during  adolescence  ;  only  when 
that  period  is  prolonged  does  one  suspect 
something  abnormal  in  the  young  person 
concerned.  In  contacts  with  the  world  I 
occasionally  hear  comments  like  those  of 
"  D.J.'"  :  it  is  difficult,  however,  to  assess 
these  estimates  in  their  relation  to  the 
whole  community.  An  experienced  head 
master  once  said  in  my  hearing  that  he 
told  every  set  of  boys  they  were  the  worst 
he  had  ever  had.  One  factor  tending  to 
slackness  in  young  people  is  the  pampering 
of  children  in  such  ways  as  relaxing  dis- 
cipline at  school  and  encouraging  over- 
frequent  visits  to  cinemas.  On  leaving 
school  these  youths  are  likely  to  adopt  an 
open-your-mouth-and-shut-your-eyes  atti- 
tude to  life.  A  few  days  ago  Mr.  St.  John 
Ervine  was  reported  as  saying  that  the 
cinema  is  "  going  down  the  drain "  :  if 
that  is  so,  the  public  may  turn  to  a  less 
narcotic  source  of  amusement.  Your  cor- 
respondent says  that  in  Australia  "  young- 
sters .  .  .  are  taught  to  work  hard,  and 
play  hard,  and  they  grow  to  be  keen, 
active  citizens."

Products. — A.  E.  Hinton,  Ph.D.  and

Pp.  52,  is.  British  Museum  (Natural 
History),  Cromwell  Road,  London,  S.W.7. 
This  booklet,  a  second  edition  of  No.  15 
in  the  Museum's  Economic  Series,  is  a 
guide  to  the  identification  of  common 
insects  and  arachnids  that  may  infest 
stored  food  products.  As  many  of  the 
insects,  etc.,  described  also  infest  drugs 
and  spices,  the  publication  is  useful  to  the 
drug  merchant  and  the  manufacturing 
chemist.  In  addition  to  a  description  of 
Stegobium  paniceum,  the  "  drug-store 
beetle,"  many  other  members  of  the  Cole- 
optera  that  infest  this  class  of  products 
are  mentioned  and  a  key  is  given  for 
their  identification.  (A  more  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  Coleoptera  is  given  in  Dr. 
Hinton's  "  Monograph  of  the  Beetles  Asso- 
ciated with  Stored  Food  Products"  Vol.  1, 
published  by  the  Museum).  Diagrams 
illustrate  structural  characteristics  that  can- 
not be  easily  defined  in  the  text,  and  the 
work  includes  a  number  of  excellent  illus- 
trations of  the  principal  species.  The 
inclusion  of  some  general  hints  on  com- 
bating insect  pests  would  have  been  useful.

In  those  cir- 
nstances  a  secretary  needs  the  incentive 
rewarded  labours  if  he  is  to  be  persuaded 
carry  on. 

k  number  of  variations  have  been  tried 
with  greater  or  less  success — film 
)ws,  brains  trusts,  evenings  that  have 
>re  to  do  with  entertainment  than  with 
armacy,  and  so  on.  Still  the  right  answer 
es  not  seem  to  have  been  found,  and 
rtainly  we  ourselves  are  not  in  the  posi- 
n  of  being  able  to  say  "  Do  this  and 
u  will  be  sure  of  a  good  attendance."  A 
ofitable  line  of  approach  is  suggested 
an  article  "  Methods  of  Education  "  in 
e  annual  educational  number  (August 
)  of  the  "  British  Medical  Journal." 
The  purpose  of  branch  meetings  is  only 
rtly  instructional,  of  course,  and  the 
anch  secretary  cannot   overlook  social, 


entertainment  and  political  aspects.  He 
certainly  cannot  regard  his  members  as 
students.  Yet  the  observations  of  the 
B.M.J,  author,  a  London  University  pro- 
fessor of  comparative  education,  do  apply 
to  a  surprising  extent.  He  does  not  reject 
the  straightforward  lecture,  which  has  still 
its  value  in  education  (and  in  the  branch 
programme).  "  even  though  less  than  was 
thought." 

The  lecture  never  was  an  instrument  of  great 
efficiency  as  regards  teaching  facts  :  its  value 
was  in  inspiring  zeal,  in  developing  a  liking  and 
gift  for  criticism  and  analysis,  in  permitting 
some  contact,  however  slight,  with  persons  of 
distinction. 

The  words  give  a  clue  to  the  programme 
organiser.    Let  a  lecturer  be  chosen  less 
for  his  knowledge  of  a  subject  (there  should 
exist  many  possible  speakers  with  enough 
of  that)  than  for  his  ability  to  "  inspire  zeal 
and  develop  a  liking  for  criticism."  Some 
speakers  from  the  Society's  Council  have 
aimed,  it  may  be,  rather  at  lulling  than 
at  stimulating  criticism :    their  success  in 
that  aim  may  have  been  comfortable  to 
them   without  necessarily   enlivening  the 
branch.  Eminence  is  not  the  only  criterion. 
I  remember  [says  Professor  Lauwerys]  listening 
to  the  lecture  of  a  mathematician  who  I  admired 
and  still  admire  as  a  man  of  remarkable  genius. 
I  feel  convinced  I  would  have  learned  more  had 
I  been  able  to  h.?ar  what  he  said  :  unfortunately 
he  usually  talked  to  the  blackboard  and  not  to 
the  class.     Again,   I   would   have   liked   to  copy 
down    what    he    said :     unfortunately    he  always 
stood  in  front  of  what  he  wrote  and  wiped  it 
off  immediately. 


Fresh  developments  in  the  dispute 
between  the  London  Master  Printers' 
Association  and  the  London  Society  of 
Compositors  have  resulted  in  a  fur- 
ther and  drastic  curtailment  of  the 
printing  facilities  available  to  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.

In  the  mean- 
time, we  apologise  to  our  readers  and 
advertisers  for  any  shortcomings  of 
this  issue  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist. 
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Apart  from  the  orthodox  lecture,  "newer 
inventions  "  come  in  for  discussion.  "  The 
past  fifty  years  have  been  particularly  fer- 
tile in  such."  They  include  the  film  strip 
and  the  moving  film.  The  film  has  an  ob- 
vious attractiveness,  but  is  also  most  prone 
to  misuse. 

For  instance,  it  is  a  mistake  [in  education]  to 
use  a  film  for  showing  the  development  of  an 
animal  from  fertilised  cell  to  adult.  .   .  .  With 
a   film   each   succeeding   photograph    wipes  out 
the  previous  impression  and  the  study  becomes 
more  complicated,  the  total  idea  more  confused. 
In  the  same  way  it  is  a  mistake  (at  a 
branch  meeting)  to  show  a  film  that  defies 
analysis  or  is  outside  the  critical  range  of 
a  pharmaceutical  audience. 

To  sum  up3  the  newer  "  inventions,"  of 
which  the  film  is  cited  as  an  example, 
should  be  judiciously  blended  with  the  old, 
and  with  both  it  is  not  the  fact  but  the 
method  of  their  use  that  is  important. 
There  is  demanded  of  the  secretary  or 
branch  committee  a  thorough  and  pur- 
poseful study  of  what  each  method  can 
achieve  and  where  it  falls  short.  He  or 
they  must  be  quite  sure  in  the  first  place 
what  is  the  object  of  the  sessional  pro- 
gramme of  meetings :  not  instruction 
alone,  surely,  and  certainly  not  mere  en- 
tertainment, but  rather  to  develop  a  sense 
of  corporate  craft  responsibility  and  pro- 
gress towards  an  ideal.  We  realise  that 
such  advice  heavily  increases  the  already 
great  demands  on  a  secretary's  devotion, 
time  and  mental  effort.  They  have  to  be 
regarded  as  the  generalship  that  gives 
meaning  to  secretarial  duties  and  saves 
routine  work  based  on  a  paper  membership 
from  being  so  much  effort  thrown  away. 

No  Substitute  for  Scrutiny 

A  leading  article  in  the  "  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association "  (July  8) 
draws  renewed  attention  to  the  number  of 
accidents  reported  because  of  failure  to 
read  the  labels  of  potent  drugs  before 
giving  injections.  The  danger  is  greatest 
where  drugs  are  available  in  a  variety  of 
forms,  but  the  "  Journal "  is  rather  cold 
towards  attempts  to  differentiate  between 
them  by  the  use  of  distinctive  colours  on 
the  labels  or  in  the  solutions.  "  The  use  of 
colours  is  limited  by  memory  and  by  the 
number  of  colours  available.  It  probably 
never  would  be  possible  to  get  sufficient 


distinctive  colours  to  differentiate  all  s< 
tions."  Moreover,  "  the  .  use  of  cole 
alone  would  not  solve  the  problem, 
there  are  comparatively  few  persons  i 
have  sufficiently  good  colour  percepi 
and  memory  for  shades."  Those  c 
siderations  are  no  doubt  true,  though 
should  have  preferred  to  think  that 
device  that  would  have  saved  even  a  sii 
life  would  be  worth  a  trial.

Domestic  "  Economy  " 

The  section  devoted  to  domestic  recipes 
and  advice  for  using  them  is  a  miscellany. 
It  includes  dissertations  on  foods  and 
beverages;  instructions  for  getting  rid  of 
rats  and  mice ;  a  posological  table ;  a  list 
of  freezing  mixtures;  and  a  table  of  com- 
parative weights.  The  last-named  table 
includes  a  stone  of  8  lb.  and  a  Scottish 
stone  of  16  lb.  The  author  refers  to  Davy, 
Accum  and  others  when  discussing  the 
adulteration  of  foods;  Accum's  treatise  on 
adulteration  had  been  published  in  1820. 
It  is  of  interest  to  read  that  the  anchovy 
sauce  known  to  the  author  was  sometimes 
poisonous,  and  that  in  that  case  the  toxic 
ingredient  was  an  oxide  of  lead.  Lozenges 
were  said  to  be  adulterated  with  pipeclay. 
We  learn  from  the  same  section  that  rats 
and  mice  can  be  kept  away  from  stacks 
by  using  a  bran  mash  soaked  with  a  solu- 
tion of  alum  and  nitre,  and  that  mice 
(though  not  rats)  can  be  banished  by  lay- 
ing a  large  leaf  or  two  of  henbane  in  their 
runs.  The  author  fails  to  indicate  whether 
or  not  dried  henbane  would  be  efficacious. 
His  discussion  of  the  ailments  of  human 
beings  is  less  systematic  than  his  account 
of  farming :  whooping  cough,  for  instance, 
is  dealt  with  twice.  Some  of  the  doses 
in  his  posological  table  raise  by  implica- 
tion a  question  of  formula  :  thus,  the  dose 
of  nitric  acid,  of  unspecified  strength,  is 
given  as  from  twelve  to  thirty  drops  for 
the  relief  of  scrophula  and  diabetes.  Under 
"  Ague "  we  read  that  the  powdered  giz- 
zards of  white-fleshed  poultry  were  used 
in  Southern  France  as  a  specific. 

Towne's  third  publication,  "  A  Treatise 
on  Rot  in  Sheep  .  .  ."  (1823,  price  6d.) 
was  a  twelve-page  pamphlet  advertising  his 
proprietary  remedy  "  in  bottles  containing 
forty  doses,  at  sixpence  a  dose " — some- 
what of  an  anticlimax  after  the  farming 
encyclopaedia    had    been  launched.

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  August  25 

Little  change  of  prices  has  been  noted 
in  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine  Chemical 
markets.  The  rush  to  buy  chemicals  which 
followed  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in 
Korea  has  slowed  down  somewhat.  Many 
products  are  in  short  supply,  including 
Salicylates,  Bromides  and  D.D.T.  The 
markets  for  Menthol  and  Camphor  have 
continued  firm  and  there  has  been  very 
heavy  demand  for  the  latter  product.  Gly- 
cerin is  also  reported  to  be  short.  Sizeable 
quantities  of  British  and  European  chemi- 
cals reached  the  United  States  recently 
and  it  is  understood  that  shipments  in  the 
near  future  will  be  well  above  normal 
deliveries.  The  Crude  Drugs  markets  con- 
tinue to  be  firm  in  tone  but  demand  has 
fallen  off  to  some  extent.  There  has,  how- 
ever, been  a  good  demand  for  Senna 
leaves  from  India  and,  following  reports 
of  a  poor  crop,  inquiry  is  growing.  Hun- 
garian Chamomile  flowers  are  up  from 
55  cents  per  lb.  to  85  cents.  Quotations  for 
Senega  have  risen  from  $1.65  to  $1.95.
